ing surveys of reader interest for 
many large newspapers and mega- 
sines, including the Des Moines 
Register and Tribune, the Chicago 
Daily News, Liberty and other pub­ 
lications. 
In 1932 bs was called to New 
York to head up the research de­ 
partment of a large advertising 
agency. Young & RuMc&m. 
That year he began experiment 
Ing, in bis spare time, with the 
idea of a continuous poll of public 
opinion. He reasoned that if it 
were possible to determine the pub 
lie’s preferences in commodities or 
advertising copy by research, it 
would be not much harder to de­ 
termine the public’s attitude on 
the day-to-day issues of American 
Ufo. 
For nearly two years he con 
ducted experimental polls, study­ 
ing the factors involved, learning 
how to lick the special problems 
Prior to that time national polls 
had been conducted only infre­ 
quently, by the Literary Digest and 
by various newspapers, and most 
of them were simply election polls 
taken every four years. 
What he wanted was a contin­ 
uous poll, a weekly poll in which 
he could spot new trends in Amer­ 
ican thinking as they came along.

He 
spent the summer of 1935 travel­ 
ing over the country, calling on 
newspaper publishers, selling them 
the idea of a national weekly poll 
of public opinion. 
By the fall of 1935. 30 newspa 
pers had signed up to support the 
new venture in journalism. That 
wa* enough to launch the project. 
Today more than IOO dailies car­ 
ry the Gallup public opinion news 
service—dailies of all shades of 
political belief, Republican, Demo­ 
cratic and Independent. Roy How­ 
ard, 
president 
of 
the 
Scrlpps- 
Howard Newspapers, has paid Dr. 
Gallup the compliment of saying 
that, in reporting the facts about 
public opinion, Gallup “may have 
founded a fifth .estate.” 
It la estimated that the com­ 
bined circulation of newspapers 
carrying the poll exceeds 7,000,000. 
The purposes of the Gallup Poll 
is not primarily to forecast elec­ 
tions. Such forecasts, while they 
are an interesting and legitimate 
journalistic activity, are made prin­ 
cipally as a test of the accuracy 
of methods used by the poll. 
DR. GALLUP considers that the 
poll is chiefly useful as a tech­ 
nique of measuring public senti 
ment on day-to-day issues. He is 
fond of quoting the historian James 
Bryce who believed that democracy 
would reach the final etage of its 
development if the will of the peo­ 
ple were to become known at all 
times. 
During recent times, the poll 
has discovered that the people are 
generally far ahead of their legis­ 
lators on most matters of vital 
legislation and that the people are 
willing to make any amount of 
sacrifice to win the war against 
totalitarianism. 
The surveys have shown that 
the people were ahead in wanting 
a larger army and navy, that they 
were ahead in favoring conscrip­ 
tion, that they favored a broader 
income tax before the base was 
broadened. 
They have ehown themselves 
overwhelmingly in favor of an 
“all out" war effort. 
They have 
even shown themselves ready for 
total mobilisation, after only a 
few months of war. 
They would 
ban strikes and cut down on war 
profits. 
They would he willing to have 
IO percent of their salaries de­ 
ducted each week for the purchase 
of War bonds. They are, in short, 
in favor of doing everything to 
win the-war—no matter what the 
cost.

By the same “sampling” process 
the Gallup Poll determines the 
opinion of the country, studying 
the opinions of a erose section 
which Includes all the elements of 
the population. 
In such work, accuracy does not 
depend primarily on the number 
of people polled. 
In fact, some 
of the most accurate surveys have 
covered only a few thousand peo­ 
ple. 
What makes a poll accurate 
Is the character, or representative­ 
ness. of the croes-section. 
This cross-section must Include 
the proper proportion of men and 
and women, young and old, rich 
and poor, fanners and city folk. 
Democrat* and Republican*. When 
the crosssection is selected with 
skill, a poll of only a relatively 
few thousand people can be high­ 
ly accurate, as the Gallup record 
in the last six years shows. 
This poll itself is conducted 
through a staff of more than 1,000 
Interviewers t b r o u g h o u t the 
country.

In the modern polls no attempt 
is made to interview large num­ 
bers of people, because It has been 
demonstrated so clearly that ac­ 
curacy does not depend on num­ 
bers. 
The Gallup Poll makes no at­ 
tempt to sample every county in 
a state. It selects communities 
which, either singly or in com­ 
bination, are barometer areas of 
of public sentiment.

What will he the 
effect on representative govern­ 
ment lf the will of the people 
is known at all times? Will legis­ 
lators become mere rubber stamps, 
mere puppets, and the function of 
representation be lost?

The first busine#* of congress 1* 
to make up ita mind w hether the 
findings of the Truman committee 
are correct. If the finding* ar# cor­ 
rect, then congress has the data 
needed for making up Its mind 
whether the administration policy 
on gas and rubber rationing is 
sound and adequate. 
It then would be very desirable 
lf every senator and representa­ 
tive made it. his business to explain 
to his own constituents and as 
necessary to keep on explaining 
the why and w hirefores of tha ra 
Honing. 


f T seems to me. for example, that 
I Senator Vandenberg of Michigan 
would he doing the work of 
United State* senator if, when he 
himself has studied the problem, he 
went back to Michigan and ex­ 
plained It to the people Of Mlohi 
Ran. 
That would he better than con 
fusing hi* constituents by telling 
them that there ar# "selfish East­ 
ern 
demands” for "unnecessary 
and unw arranted” m easures to con 
serve rubber in Michigan.

S our daily vacation Bible school program worthwhile? Definite­ 
ly, yes! 
We endeavor to reform our boys and girls who are beginning 
to show delinquent tendencies. The importance of changing the 
outward influences and environment that, tend to make boys and 
girls delinquent is not to be minimized, but if they are to be 
prevented from a future of trouble, they must have a regenerated 
heajt with a substantial faith and an understanding of God’s 
guarding and guiding influence in their lives. Where could they 
get this better than at the Daily Vacation Bible school and at 
their regular Sunday school? 
Juvenile court statistics over a period of l l years show that 
out of a total of 127 boys who were placed in the boys’ training 
school for young offenders, only five even claimed to be active in 
Sunday school or other Christian activities. 
Histories of a great majority of other boys and girls that are 
contacted by the court show that their delinquent tendencies 
commenced at about the time when their interest in Christian 
activities ceased, if they ever had any. This proves the real 
value of .religious training. The Daily Vacation Bible school 
offers an added opportunity during the summer. 
Idle time often brings on misguided actions that are fore­ 
runners of delinquent activities unless carefully supervised. Make 
use of this very valuable and enjoyable learning process to 
occupy this idle time.

They will receive good 
Christian instruction along with related activities that tend to 
develop good character. 
What can be done to support this worthwhile program?

Second, try to interest some underprivileged child In attend­ 
ing. and thus help to build a stronger character for this future 
citizen. 
Third, cooperate by being personally interested in this project 
and doing everything in .your power to make it a complete success 
for the benefit of the children of East Liverpool and the surround­ 
ing communities.

WASHINGTON, May 29 — Atty.- 
Gen. Biddle ruled Thursday that 
the Communist party “teaches the 
violent overthrow” of the govern­ 
ment and ordered Harry R. Bridges, 
CIO leader in the west, deported 
on the ground that he was a mem­ 
ber of the party. 
It was the first administrative 
finding that placed the Communist 
psrty in the category of organiza­ 
tions which “advise, advocate and 
teach the overthrow by force and 
violence of the government of the 
United States.”

Biddle 
stretched the “penetrative activi­ 
ties” of the Communist party and 
named 
as “front organizations” 
the Workers* Alliance, Internation­ 
al Labor Defense, the All-American 
Anti-Imperialistic league, the Amor- 
lea if Negro Labor Congress, and 
the League Against War and Fas­ 
cism. 
Reversed Board's Finding 
The deportation order was a di­ 
rect reversal of the unanimous 
finding of the four members of 
the board of immigration appeals 
who reviewed the case last fall. 
The board, headed by Chairman 
Joseph Faneili, rejected complete­ 
ly the recommendation of Charles 
B. Sears, who presided at a 10- 
week hearing in San Francisco, and 
canceled the deportation proceed­ 
ing. 
This latter action was held in 
abeyance, however, pending a re­ 
view by the attorney general. 
Because of the wide interest in 
the case—the Bridges matter has 
been pending since March 2. 1938 
—Biddle read all the 7.546 pages 
of testimony and the subsequent 
brief* before writing yesterday’s 
opinion. 
CIO Leaders Ald Bridges 
Bridges, now free under 13,000 
bond, will be re-arrested under a 
warrant telegraphed to San Fran­ 
cisco immediately after the depor­ 
tation order was issued. 
Biddle explained at a press con­ 
ference that bond could be ar­ 
ranged Immediately and Bridges 
then could attack the order with a 
habeas corpus proceeding In Fed­ 
eral district court.

MAY BE CUT 90 PCT.

WASHINGTON, May 29—A 90 
percent ru t in bard liquor produc­ 
tion is planned by the end of this 
year WPB authorities said Wednes­ 
day so that th e nation's stills may 
be put to the task of turning out 
alcohol for use in th e manufacture 
of synthetic rubber and other vital 
war products. 
There is expected to be no short­ 
age o f ‘whisky aud other liquors. J Qhjca^ 0 
however, because ample stocks are 
on hand. 
A goal of 540,000,000 gallon# of 
alcohol baa been set for 1943, with 
240,000.000 gallons to come from 
distilleries now producing bever­ 
ages. 
Of the total. 200.000,000 gallons 
derived from grain is to be al­ 
located lo the production of bu­ 
tadiene for synthetic rubber. The 
whole program is expected to con­ 
sume 136,000.000 bushels of grain, 
with the emphasis on corn, but 
with an increased use of wheat aa 
well.

DRK is the keynote of the na­ 
tion’s thought and effort at 
the present time. The physiologist 
has certain definitions about the 
capacity of the human body for 
work and the different kinds of 
work it can do. An understanding 
of these might help to mitigate 
tom e of the argum ents th at are 
being bandied back and forth. 
The physicist says that work Is 
done when a force moves a mass 
against resistance, when one form 
of energy is transformed into an 
other. The human m uscular eye 
tem is essentially no different from 
any other machine in that It tram 
forms one form of energy into 
work. It is different in that it is 
booked up with the nervous sys­ 
tem which the machine does not 
have and which causes it to .show 
fatigue 
in a certain 
length of 
time. 
Muscular Wark 
The 
physiologist 
distinguishes 
three kinds of mnscular work: 
maximal, 
heavy 
and 
moderate. 
Maximal m uscular work cannot be 
m aintained continuously. It is de­ 
fined as the amount of work which 
yields an average metabolic rate 
of eight or more times the baeal 
metabolic rate. That is to say 
about 
12,000 
calories. 
Maximal 
muacular work can be done for a 
short period of time, as in very 
vigorous sports, but need for rest 
periods is imperative. It is rarely 
required, however, in industry. 
Heavy work is defined ae the 
amount which yields from three to 
eight times the basal metabolic 
rate. It has been suggested that 
this can be maintained for eight 
hours. This 
includes the 
heavy 
manual Jobs in agriculture, build­ 
ing trades, mining, heavy industry 
and forced marches with a heavy 
load. Th# person performing heavy 
work has a reduced 
margin of 
safety in regard to heat dissipa­ 
tion and heart action. 
Rest And Efficiency 
To enforce heavy work for an 
eight-hour period is not economi­ 
cal. The story ie told of two of­ 
ficers a t the front who, for a 
friendly wager, competed in mak­ 
ing equal lengths of trench, each 
with an equal squad of men. One 
let hit men work ae they pleased, 
but as hard as possible. The oth­ 
er divided his men into three sets. 
each 
working 
five 
minutes and 
resting IO. The latter easily won. 
Moderate m uscular work is de­ 
fined as the amount which yields 
less than three times the basal 
metabolic rate. This is the usual 
category of work that most labor­ 
ers in industrial plants perform. 
There is little or n o .drain on re­ 
serve muscular energy. The 
In­ 
crease 
in 
oxygen 
consumption, 
heart rate and blood pressure are 
slight. Fatigue occurs during the 
performance of this kind of work 
on account of the hook-up with the 
nervous system, which I mention­ 
ed above. 
AU these forms of work produce 
fatigue for different reasons and 
we are naturally interested as to 
bow this fatigue is produced, how 
it can be prevented and what form 
of recuperation is considered most 
scientific and physiological.

Tips On How 
To Keep Well 


Science studies way* to lessen 
fatigue. 
W 
3RK is the keynote of th* na­ 
tion’s thought and effort at 
the present time. The physiologist 
has certain definitions about the 
capacity of the human body for 
work and the different kinds of 
work it can do. An understanding 
of these might help to mitigate 
•oms of the arguments that are 
being bandied back and forth. 
The physicist says that work Is 
done when a force moves a mass 
against resistance, when one form 
of energy is transformed into an­ 
other. 
The human muscular sys­ 
tem ie essentially no different from 
any other machina in that it trans­ 
forms 
one form of 
energy into 
work. 
It is different in that it is 
hooked up 
with the nervous sys­ 
tem which the machine does not 
have and which causes it to show 
fatigue 
in a certain 
length of 
time. 
Muscular Work 
The 
physiologist 
distinguishes 
three kinds of muscular work: 
maximal, - heavy 
and 
moderate. 
Maximal muscular work cannot be 
maintained continuously. It is de­ 
fined as the amount of work which 
yields an average metabolic rata 
of eight or mort times the baeal 
metabolic 
rate. That ie to say 
about 
12,000 
calories. 
Msxlmal 
muscular work can he dona for a 
short period of time, ae in vary 
rigorous sports, but need for rest 
periods is imperative. It is rarely 
required, however, in industry. 
Heavy work is defined at tbs 
amount which yields from three to 
eight times the basal metabolic 
rate. It baa been suggested that 
this can be maintained for eight 
hours. This includes the 
heavy 
manual Jobs iu agriculture, build­ 
ing trades, mining, heavy industry 
and forced marches with a heavy 
load. The peraoa performing heavy 
work bas a reduced margin of 
safety in regard to heat dissipa­ 
tion and heart action. 
Rast And Efficiency 
To enforce heavy work for an 
eight-hour period is not economi­ 
cal. The story is told of two of­ 
ficers et the front who; for a 
friendly wager, competed in mak­ 
ing equal lengths of trench, each 
with an equal squad of men. One 
let his men work at they pleased, 
but as hard as possible. The oth­ 
er divided his men into three sets. 
each 
working five minutes and 
retting IO. The latter easily won. 
Moderate muscular work Is de­ 
fined as the amount which yields 
less than three times the basal 
metabolic rate. This is the usual 
category of work that most labor- 
art in industrial plants perform. 
There is little or n o .drain on re­ 
serve muscular energy. The 
in­ 
crease 
in 
oxygen 
consumption, 
heart rate and blood pressura are 
slight. Fatigue occurs during the 
performance of this kind of work 
on account of the hook-up with the 
nervous system, which I mention­ 
ed above. 
AU these forms of work produce 
fatigue for different reasons and 
we are naturally interested as to 
how this fatigue Is produced, how 
it can be prevented and what form 
of recuperation Is considered moat 
scientific and physiological.
